Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 and 17-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art teaches a method or apparatus to monitor distortions or deflections in a turbine 
casing that includes positioning a plurality of sensitive gap sensors on the surface of the 
shell standard support that supports the shell portion and using the gap sensors to 
monitor a gap between the shell arm and the shell standard support, collecting gap 
dimensions over a period of time and determining and reporting changes in the planar 
shell slope over the period of time, as shown in claims 1 and 10. None of the prior art 
teaches an apparatus to monitor deflections in a turbine casing that includes a plurality 
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of gap sensors on a shell standard support surface that supports a key and turbine shell 
and a controller that receives a gap signal from the plurality of gap sensors and 
generates output data regarding the gap dimensions, as shown in claim 17. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Kawai et al. (US Patent Application Publication 2002/0197147) teach a turbine 
frame and measuring the clearances when assembling the turbine with the casing 
support.
